Hu stulod that tho subject of liis 
discussion was tLo labor quostion—a quostioji 
that was not a class question in any sons?, 
but ono to \vliich very littlo attention was 
being paid. Still it had to bo settled or our 
civilization was doomed. Defining his thoine, 
ho said tho labor question was simply ono of 
too many bands and too littlo work. Aye, 
somo would say, bora is the Maltliusiau 
theory. That theory, Mr. Goorgo hold, was 
not tcnablo in a now country liko this. Why, 
others would say, your view of tho labor 
question is readily explained by ovor-p rod ac- 
tion. "Is not this,11 tho spanker said, amid 
proat applause, "an assertion that want and 
suffering aro hero bocauso thoro is too much 
wealth i So much food i$ produced that poo- 
plo havo to go hungry; so much clothing is 
manufactured that pooplo must wear their 
old clothes; so many shoos aro mado that 
children must go barefooted. 
How absurd I 


Does not all this cry about overproduc- 
tion resolve itself down to tho bore fact that 
what wo aro suffering from is unjust dis- 
tribution r 


Having briefly touched upon the pernicious 


institution oE female and children's labor, 
Mr. George came to speak upon protuctivo 
tariff. "Plow absurd?" ho exclaimed. "What 
s tho tarill' for? For tho capitalists? Oh, 
no; for tho laboring ir.on, so wo aro told. 
To prevent outsiders from doing our work, 
and at present wo arc devising means to 
Ireop tho foreigners out. Yot tho homo 
laborer has to lia idlo and sulTor undor that 
very protective tariff." Uocurring again to 
tho cry of scarcity o£ work, tho speaker 
directly wont for tho land question. In 
every groat city tho populatiou of an or- 
dinary vlllngo was often, crowded into ono 
ilock.

THE HAND OF STEEL 


PREPARED FOR IRELAND'S THROAT 


BY THE BRITISH TORIES.

LONDON, 'March 20.-—In tho house of com- 


mons Monday night, Smith, tlio government 
leader, gave intimation oC tlio decision of 
the government to ask tho bongo to advance 
the Irish criminal Inn* umondmoat bill to its 
second rwulhifj bo£oro tho proposal to nd- 
joiirulho deliberations' oi tho house during 
tho Easter holidays should bo made. The 
government, ho said, staked its existence 
upon tho suc:ess of this measure, and was 
determined to lose no timo in pushing it 
through to llnnl passage, 


B'Ufour then moved the first reading oE 


tbo bill, nn.i referring to Parn ell's amend- 
ment that tlio houso required further infor- 
mation as to the condition of Ireland before 
tho introduction of tho bill, said ho thought 
tho Purnollilos Tvcro sufficiently informed 
already, niul should recognize tho anarchy 
existing in Ireland an an nrtizan rc'coguizcs 
\vorl; done by his own hand. Spoultinp; of 
tbo amount o' crimo to bo considered, Bui- 
four said it was shown in fact, aud. was a 
matter of record, that tho police l^vero now 
protecting in Minister, 40S persons; in Con- 
nnught, ^75, and in Lciustor, £>1, and read 
documents showing that tho persons now 
charged with criminal acts in Iroland boro 
uo relation whatever to 
tho amount of 


crime, boycotting, and intimidation existing 
there at this time. Thcso facts, lie declared, 
were provun by tho testimony of impartial 
aud non-partisan witnesses, nnd 
further 


evidence was shown in tho fact that juries 
had refused in tho clearest ]>osiiiblo casoi to 
con- icb criminals, who, because of tho per- 
jured action ol tho jurymen, woro permitted 
to go froo imd repeat thoir crimes. 


Itolfour rend a long list oC cases ia support 


ot his argument in which juries had wholly 
disregarded tho evidence against criminals, 
and said this sort of thing existed when tho 
entire press of Ireland as well as a portion 
o£ England liyld up to public scorn jurymen 
who obeyed tho liuvs and decided coses by 
tho evidence presented. This kind of terror- 
ism bud completely overturned, tho jury sys- 
tem in Ireland. Tho idea that tho National 
league in any way Whatsoever resembled 
trade unions, CalCour scouted as too absurd 
for sorious consideration. 
Tlio first idea- of 


tho league, ho said, was to combine tho plun- 
der of individuals with the destruction of tho 
constitution. 


Ho then stated tlio proposals contained in 


tho bill, tho provisions of which had been 
borrowed from tbo Scotch system of giving 
to magistrates the uower to eininino wit- 
nesses on oath oven when no persons are 
charged with crime. To moot tho difficulty 
of obtaining verdicts the government pro- 
j0tt>ud to abolish tho jury system altogether 
for certain classes of crimo, tho magistrate 
co have jurisdiction in such cases with tho 
maximum power of condemning convicted 
criminals to six months imprisonment. Tho 
coses coming under this provision aro con- 
spiracy, boycotting, rioting, ofl'oncos under 
tho "whito boy" act, assaulting officers of tho 
law, forcible and unlawful possession and in- 
citing to commit any of those ofTences. 


Balfour declared that tho government hai 


no intention to abridge the liberty of tlio 
press, and hoped that tho law punishing tho 
incitement of offenses would be sufllciont to 
prevent tho press from sharing tho c 
committed, Tho bill permits a change ol 
venue for tho trial of graver charges, and in 
such cases tho attorneys general of England 
or Ireland should certify to that effect when 
a fairer trial could bo had in England. Irish 
counsel will bo permitted to appear in 3in 
lisli courts in chose cases. Tbo crimes triable 
in England, which aro murder and other ag- 
gravated crimes purely political, such as 
treason, seditious Itool, etc., aro excluded 
from tho bill, and in all cases tho provisions 
of tho bill aro to bo. applied to procttiimod 
districts only. Tho proclamation of any as- 
sociation 
must 
bo submitted to parlia- 


ment within seven days after issuance, nnd 
ifpnrliamoutttho.il fail to approve, or con- 
demn it, tho proclamation 
will bo aban- 


doned. 


Concluding, EnlCour said tho operation 


tho bill will not bo limited to any fixed time. 
Tho bill was framed in tho cause of liberty, 
and bo as!;ecl tho house to loso no time in 
relieving Ireland of tho yoke under which 
sho is groaning, 


Dillon said ho did not boiiovo that the poo- 


plo of England would sanction such a meas- 
ure, and declared that tbo peoplo of Iroland 
would bo slaves indeed, it they subtuftccd to 
it. 
As 1'or himself, ho would willingly leave 


a country in which no Irishman could live 
unless ho lived as a slave, or if tho people 
woro willing ho would proudly lead them to 
battle for "their liberty and thoir rights. 
Such a m ensure as tho government proposes, 
ho declared would drive the people bade to 
tho horrors thoy bad formerly experienced. 
Balfour, ho said, bad proved nothing but his 
ignornnco of Iroland and hor people, and tho 
socnor ho resigned liis ofllco tho better it 
would bo for Iroland and for himself. Tho 
government bnd ottered Ireland tho pros- 
pect *of a favorable land purchase ^bill, but 
lot it pass a bill enforcing coercion and 
neither this nor any other Irish measure 
would livo to bo accoptod by an English par- 
liament. 


A conference of Liberal Unionists will 


take place on Thursday for tbo purpose of 
considering thobilL It has beoa shown that 
several Union Uboralists do not approve tho 
measure, but it is understood that a majority 
of tho members of tho party aro inclined to 
favor it, Tbo indications arc very strong 
that tho government will bavo a majority in 
a division on tbo bill. Tho Parnollitea turn 
up their noses at tho tnroats of Smith that 
parliament will sit during tho Easter recess, 
and doclaro that thoy uro ready to moot tlio 
govern men c upon a question of physical en- 
durance or in any othor way. 
"Whenever or 


how long parliament may sit it matters not 
to them. Tney will bo present, and ia full 
strength. 


Parnoli will bold a conference with his 


colleagues boforo offering his amendment to 
the criminal amendment bill. 


Hartington intends issuing a manifesto to 


his folio we re within a few days containing 
arguments from his point of viov.*, showing 
tho vital necessity for coercion, and express- 
ing sentiments of a most uncompromising 
character. 


Parnell regards tho bill as* one of: tho 


strongosb measures Of coercion over proposed 
id parliament, since it not only provides for 
the punishment of all tbo acts hitherto con- 
sidered au criminal, but. oven goes to tbo 
length of creating now often cos and prescrib- 
ing punishment tor them. Tho references 
which Balfour made to tho press, Parncll 
says, can mean nothing else than that tho 
government intends as soon as tho bill is 
passed to suppress the prominent Nationalist 
newspapers.
